Being in jail is an important way that we can point up 
-@ serious wrong. When we are in jail, freedom is foremost on 
the minds of our friends and relatives and they are more likely 


‘to cooperate and to act at this time. The issues of freedom or 


segregation isin the newspapers. Our t-ving in jail gives others 
a chance to write letters, telephone and talk about the issue 
we are trying to point up. Our being in jail inspires others “~ 
demonstrate and often to join us. Our opponents are m. _ 


likely to think about the problem and if we can persuade them’ » 
they often change their minds in the behalf of justice. The ~ 


attention of the entire country can be focused so that enough 
pressure can be brought to bear upon public officials to do 
what is right. Being in jail can bring about a crisis great 
enough so that people can not run away from the problem any 
longer. They must think about it and solve it. That is how we 
can bring about changes without harming anyone. Staying in 
jail can bring to bear the moral pressure of the country and 
world on the state of Alabama. In this way a freedom army 
will be of more service to the cause in jail than they could be 
on the outside. Each person in jail will have his own moral 
weight against the unjust government of Alabama. As long as 
he steys in jail he can keep his weight against the state and 
inspire others to put their weight against it. If our endurance

HINTS FOR A MORE PROFITABLE STAY IN JAIL 


Remember that jailing us in an attempt by our opponents 
at demoralizing us. Therefore, it will take everyone’s co- 
“operation in seeing that the group dons not become down in 
spirits. 


It is absolutely necessary that a daily routine” \ 


schedule be worked out by those in jail. It should include tin.. 
for: 


a.) group worship 
b.) individual meditation 
©.) discussions on various aspects of segregation and 
nonviolence 
d.) cleaning up 
e.) recreation 
f.) free time 


Try to do things in‘a dignified and systematic manner. 
It is well to have two people take food from the jailor and 
serve the others in the cell rather than everyone scrambling 
for his own. Take turns cleaning up and doing the various jobs. 


Do not be easily fooled. Jail officials often say things 
that may not be true in order to demoralize us or start igs 
ing and fighting in the group. They may tell you that the peo. 


on the outside have given up and are not doing anything. They fae 


a 


may say that some freedom fighters in another part of the jail 


want to post bond may tell you that everyone else in other 


jails and other cells has gotten out and left you. They may -.. 


try to scare you by telling you you’ve been charged with a 

serious crime carrying years and years of jail. Don't believe 
or worry about any such things until you are told by one of 
your leaders whom you. know knows what he’s talking about. 
Do not repeat rumors that you hear without oe that they 


- are true. 
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Jailors may try to scare you by saying that they'll put 
you into solitary confinement or by yelling at you or talking 
loudly or by taking your mattresses or such things. Don’t be 
frightened or fooled by such tactics. If you think about it, they 


ere unimportant. 


Don’t leave one person “‘out on a limb’® by himself. 
For instance if a jailor is about to take someone to solitary 
confinement, immediately everyone insist that he take them 
too. If a jailor should hit someone, everyone should insist 
that he too is guilty and try to protect the one who was hit. 
If everyone tries to see that what happens to one happens to 


all, individuals will be better protected and the jail officials 


will see that we are not afraid of them. 


Don’t pick fights with fellow prisoners or participate in 
teasing or conversations that may cause arguments or hurt 


- anyone’s feelings. Try to discourage others from such talk. 


Write letters to yoor family and friends encouraging 


: them to attend mass meetings, join you in jail, or cooperate in 


whatever freedom efforts are taking place on the outside. 
Don’t get excited at rumors or threats. 
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and jobs, leave school, or whatever they are doing and ,~

Wouldn’t it be good if everyone in the whole state of 
Alabama interested in civil rights could get together and work

If we get together there 
will be thousands of us and we can accomplish what we want.

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OUR OBJECTIVES 
What do we want to accomplish? 


There are many, many injustices in Alabama, and we'd 
like to get rid of them all. But it can easily be seen that one 
thing has to be taken at the time. 


One of our most serious problems is that in Alabama, 
Negro people cannot vote. 


Much of what happens to all of us is determined by 
officials who are elected to office. These elected officials 
often decide what kind of job we will have or if we work at all, 
what kind of houses we have to live in, and what laws we must 
obey. They decide much about our schools, whether restaurants 
and other business places will be segregated or integrated and 
many things important to our everyday lives. 


If Negroes voted, we could put the kind of Negroes and 
whites into office who would look out for the interest of all 
the people both black and white. 


Negro people must get the right to vote so that we can 
protect ourselves and help decide what happens to us, our 
state, and our nation. 


Poll tax, literacy tests, insults at the courthouse and 
all such things are for the purpose of keeping Negroes from 
voting. > 


We must, if we are to he free, make it so that any per 


son in Alabama can register and vote without having to answer | 


any questions or write anything or pay poll tax. We must see 
that nobody is required to have any qualifications other than 
living in the state and being 21 years of age. We must see to 
it that, if necessary, the federal government send marshalls 
to every registration office in the state to make sure that 
Negroes are not insulted or discriminated against in any way. 


If everyone can vote, we can elect into office people 
who will help integrate schools, restaurants, movies, etc., get 
Negroes better jobs and housing and be more fair and _ to 
all the people: - , 
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.-. OUR WEAPON 


We all know that there is a lot of injustice in Alabama, 
especially against Negroes. If we're going to fight it we need 
the right kind of weapons. Guns won't do, knives won't do, 
curses and threats won't do. None of these have ever gotten 
tid of injustice without causing more trouble. Nonviolent 
direct action is a way of overcoming injustice without becom- 
ing unjust yourself. It’s a way of fighting hatred without hating 
other people. It’s a way of conquering fear without being over- 
come by it yourself. It is not a weapon of the weak, fo ~ 
takes a stronger person to use nonviolence well, than it does oN 
to fight. 3 


Nonviolence is the attitude behind our words and 
actions. Nonviolence begins by remembering that the people 
who oppose us are human beings, in spite of the way they act 
sometimes. With this attitude in us, we treat our opponents as 
humans, showing them good will, even when we oppose them. 
We try to let them know that we are fighting against segrega- 
tion not against white people. 


With this attitude we recognize that there may have to 
be physical suffering before justice can come to Alabama and 
we pledge to take it upon ourselves rather than cause others 
to suffer. We do this because we want Negroes and whites to 
live together in justice and peace here in Alabama one day, 
and that day will not come by fighting and killing but by 
treating men as our brothers while insisting upon jure.

of the State of Alabama and its municipalities. The assault will be spon-. 


sored and led by the following groups: : 
1. The Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), headed and led 
by Martin Luther King, M. L. Shuttlesworth, Wyatt Tee Walker and others. 
"2. The Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNICK), headed and 


‘led by John Lewis, James Dothard and others. 
3. Congress of Racial Equality (CORE), led by James Farmer, James Peck 
and others. | 
4. Cooperating with these groups will be the Southern Conference Educat 


Fund, headed by James A. Dombroski, Shuttlesworth, Carl and Ann Braden, Av 
Williams, and others. 


Through these groups and their interlocking associations with Communist 
Party functionaries, the evidence is clear that subversive elements will i 
fluence, if not control, the coming demonstrations in Alabama. Both King 
Shuttlesworth are closely involved, on a personal basis, with inne commur. 
So is John Lewis, Wyatt Walker and Dothard. Lewis and Dothard represent t 
most militant wing of the civil rights movement. 

Carl and Ann Braden have been officially identified as members of Commu 
Party cells in Kentucky. Dombrowski and Williams also have been identifie 
as Communist Party members and under Communist discipline, though they hav 
denied this. | 

King, Walker and Shuttlesworth are known to be closely aligned with knc 
Communist functionaries, , ineleéiie Hunter Pitts Ode12 » Abner W. Berry, the

The Communists have stated repeatedly, and over a long period of time, 
their aim and goal is to create strife and civil disorder through racial ¢ 
strations. Testimony of FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, released last week,

King's close association with known Communist already has been the 
subject of a staff study by this Commission. Last week these facts were 
born out in an article by liberal columnist Joseph Alsop, indicating that 

King and some of his associates may be virtual captives of the Communist . 

From this background, we come to the present situation. 

Within the past few days, King has published a handbook for demonstrato. 
a press copy of which is in the hands of this Commission. The handbook sp 
out the major features for racial agitation in Alabama this summer, and sp 
cifically pin-points Birmingham as the prime target. 

This Commission has evidence that of the 50,000 handbooks so printed an. 
nOW being distributed, some 18,000 are being furnished by the SCLC to the 
Communist press for distribution. This includes the Communist Party's off- 

organ in the United States, THE WORKER. 


Principal features covered in the handbook are these: 
1. A "freedom army" is being recruited from an address in Montgomery, : 


the assault on Alabama. The ‘recruiting headquarters is listed as 712 Dors:

| On February § and 11, 1954, Lawrence Dunbar Reddick 
was interviewed by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation at Atlanta, Georgia. He, at that time, stated 
that he was not, and had never been, a member of, or a sympathizer 
with, the Communist Party. He advised that although he has 
no concern whatsoever for the CP, he considers himself to be 
"a left of center liberal,” but a non-communist and he might 
even be considered an anti-communist. He said that in the past 
while a resident of New York City, he had associated with a 
number of persons believed by him to possibly have been communist 
sympathizers, but he had always respected their beliefs and 
opinions, as they had respected his. He said that the only persons 
with whom he had associated that he knew to be Communist Party 
members were ANGELO HERNDON, who severed his associations with 
the CP after the end of World War I because he felt the CP was 
deceiving the Negro, and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS. 


Reddick said that he has made the advancement of 
the Negro race his career and has been working in this behalf 
his entire adult life. Because of this, he attended

meetings of various groups that had for their purpose, the 
advancement of the Negro, even though h2 had on occasions 
recognized the fact that some of these groups were infiltrated 
and strongly influenced by the CP. 


Reddick said that in 1943 he had agreed to lecture 
at the George Washington Carver School, New York City, but 
after he realized that the liberal members on the faculty 
were being discriminated against by the communist members, he 
discussed the situation with a representative of the school and 
he was dropped from the faculty.
